W A SH IN G T O N —4/P)— Final ac­ 
tion has been scheduled for New' 
Y ear’s Day on a $3,300,000,000 tax 
bill xvhich w ould slap a 77 p er 
cent levy' on excess profits and 
boost federal ta x income to the 
highest lex-el in history. 
The com prom ise rn e a s u r e— 
agreed to unanim ously by Senate- 
House conferees— sped through th e 
S enate yesterday on a voice vote, 
and xvithout opposition. 
Quick Passage Assured 
B ut the House, w ith a h o m e -Tor­ 
c h ristm as exodus underw ay, post­ 
poned its vote to Jan. I. 
Since the 
bill 
has 
both 
Republican 
and 
D em ocrat backing, th e re appeared 
no doubt th a t it will be tossed to 
P resid en t T ru m an on th a t clay. 
Intended to help p rep are the n a ­ 
tion to resist C om m unist aggres­

Are Expanded 


More Channels To 
Lower Peninsula 
The Michigan 
Bell 
Telephone 
company today announced it is 
undertaking a $790,000 project to 
expand long distance facilities be­ 
tween the Upper and Lower Pen­ 
insulas. 
More channels are being added 
to present facilities between Grand 
Rapids and Petoskey by means cf 
“carrier systems” while new cable 
and “open wire” are being install­ 
ed from Petoskey north to Hough­ 
ton. connecting important toll cen­ 
ters along the route. 
Carrier systems are telephonic 
devices which permit several si­ 
multaneous conversations to be 
carried on one pair of wires by 
passing voice currents along dif­ 
ferent frequencies. 
Large, multi-channel cable al­ 
ready has 
been 
placed 
under­ 
ground from Petoskey to St. Ig­ 
nace. The 42-mile portion of the 
long distance route is an exten­ 
sion of the Grand Rapids-Petos- 
koy cable the company placed in­ 
to operation in 1943. 
To this “backbone” cable of the 
Lower Peninsula the new cable 
and open wire will connect the 
important northern toll centers of 
Escanaba. Newberry, Marquette, 
Sault Ste. Marie and 
Houghton. 
The carrier systems will add mere 
channels along the present facili­ 
ties that connect Grand Rapids, 
Big Rapids. Reed City, Cadillac, 
Traverse City, Petoskey and St. 
Ignace. 
Some of the expenditures in­ 
cluded in the estimate of the pro­ 
ject’s cost were for items like 66 
amplifiers, 21,700 feet of aerial 
cable, 160 miles of aerial wire, 27,- 
500 duct-feet of cable conduit, 
189,600 feet of buried cable, anc! 
28 carrier system terminals of 
varying types. 
Michigan Bell 
has 
purchased 
several small parcels of property 
along the route as sites for build­ 
ings that will house the amplifica­ 
tion and repeater equipment.

rp H E 
light snowfall Thursday night on 
top of the layer of ice that previously 
covered most of the streets in the city has 
made driving conditions in Escanaba e x ­ 
tremely hazardous.

city 
street sanding crews have not kept pace 
with the icy conditions. 
Only a generous application of sand or 
chloride, or perhaps a combination of the 
two, laid not only on street intersections 
but throughout the principal streets will 
provide any effective relief to the present 
hazardous conditions. 
Some sanding has 
been done, it is true, mainly at arterial in­ 
tersections, and at traffic signal control 
points, but the streets are slick. 
The city’s reluctance to sand the streets 
heavily probably results from the trou­ 
bles that are encountered in keeping catch 
basins and manholes cleaned. Sand on the 
streets has an affinity for clogging sewers,

applications 
of sand or 
chloride are essential, the lesser of two 
evils,

the choice is broken bones or 
clogged sewers, we'll accept the clogged 
sewers.

TF the army is dangerously short of deer- 
’*• skin for gloves needed by American 
troops in Arctic climate, as reported the 
other day by the Tanners Council of A m ­ 
erica, someone in the army quartermaster 
corps is at fault. 
The situation is so serious, the Tanners 
Council reports, that it may be necessary 
to ask gam e-hunting states to reopen their 
deer seasons in order to provide the need­ 
ed buckskin.

Most deer states have only recently com ­ 
pleted their open season and if the situa­ 
tion is acute now, w hy w as the problem 
not presented to the public som e weeks 
ago? Undoubtedly thousands of deerskins 
could have been turned over to the army 
during the season just closed. Many skins 
probably did reach the army but by no 
means as m any as could have been secur­ 
ed. if the deer hunters had been informed 
of the critical need. 
If more deerskins are needed than are 
now available, there is no choice except to 
reopen the season under conditions 
that 
will guarantee that every fur w ill reach 
the military depots. The reopening in this 
circumstance then should be confined only 
to those areas w here it is known an over­ 
abundance of deer exists.

TIME FOR A CHANGE —- Historians 
agree that the calendar w as one of m an’s 
first inventions. A system of computing the 
days of the year, and the division of the 
year into seasons, into months and weeks, 
required m any thousands of years. Use of 
a calendar is believed to 
have 
brought 
about the invention of an alphabet 
and 
numerical system. 
Our 
calendars, therefore, should have 
more m eaning for us than they do. 
The 
calendar is more important to us in our 
daily living than w e realize. 
It is som e­ 
thing besides a bright spot of color *o d e c­ 
orate the kitchen wall— for calendars have 
expanded pictorially w hile the numerals 
have shrunk until they can no longer be 
discerned without a reading glass. 
But the changes proposed in the ca l­ 
endar is not in the art but in the calen­ 
dar itself. The present calendar, in use 
since 1582 without change, does not fit 
the needs of modern man. Calendar re­ 
forms are proposed that are less start­ 
ling than those that “modernized” the 
calendar in 1582— and opposition has d e­ 
veloped that would do credit 
to

WORLD CALENDAR— N ow under con­ 
sideration is a World Calendar, supported 
by nine of the 14 Nations on the general 
committee of the United Nations. The o p ­ 
ponents are Russia, Poland, Pakistan, Bra­ 
zil— and the United States. 
The proposed World Calendar would 
divide the year into four equal quarters, 
each of 91 days. 
There 
would 
be 
12 
months and 52 weeks as now", but there 
would be uniformity 
also. 
The 
first 
month of each quarter begins on W ed­ 
nesday, and the third month on a Fri­ 
day. Each month has the same number 
of w eekdays— 26. 
The arrangement takes care of 365 days. 
The 365th day of the normal year would 
be known as “Worldsday’ and would fall 
on Doe. 31— a day dedicated to improve­ 
ment of international friendship. 
From 
the present condition of world affairs, one 
day a year devoted to thoughts of peace 
and friendship might not be amiss.

Inter-American Parley 
Better Late Than Never 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON.— The decision 
to hold a conference of the Am ­ 
erican republics as soon as pos­ 
sible comes under the heading of 
better late than never. But there 
is no use concealing the fact that 
it is very late 
indeed 
to 
start 
thinking about what has been .so 
aptly culled our last line of de­ 
fense. 
A m ixture of indifference, de­ 
featism and bungling has produc­ 
ed the inevitable result. The unity 
that exists today 
is largely 
a 
carry-over from the good-neigh­ 
bor policy of the past. 
In the past five years the Un­ 
ited States has intervened 
first 
on one side 
and 
then 
on 
the 
other in the domestic affairs oi 
cur 
L atin-American 
neighbors. 
Too often the effect of this inter­ 
vention has been to rew ard oui 
enemies and penalize our friends. 
The intervention has been clumsy 
and obtrusive in many instances. 
The prim ary example is 
Ar­ 
gentina. In Argentina the aim cl 
IT. s. policy was first to try by 
obscure means to unseat th e dic­ 
tator, Juan Peron. 
Without 
far 
more drastic measures 
than this 
country was willing to apply, the 
effort was bound to fail. 
Peron Receives Loan 
It left behind chiefly a sense of 
nagging 
irritation, 
with 
the 
friends of freedom in A rg e n tin a 
disappointed 
and 
disillusioned. 
Recently Peron was given a siz­ 
able export-import bank loan, the 
main objective of which is appar­ 
ently to 
enable 
United 
States 
firms to go on doing business in 
the Argentine. 
In the present period with ev­ 
erybody looking around for some­ 
one else to blame, it is easy en­ 
ough to point the finger of scorn 
; t that ol’ devil, the state depart­ 
ment. But Congress, where pres­ 
sure groups have been busy lob­ 
bying to serve their own inter­ 
ests, m ust take 
a 
considerable 
share ut the blame. 
Copper is a beautiful example. 
About 47 per cent of the copper 
used in this country is imported,

During World W ar ll the import

For ex­ 
ample, if Middle East oil were to 
be lost to the west, the Venezue­ 
lan supply would be of vital im ­ 
portance. 
The 
coming 
Inter-A m erican 
conference 
which will probably 
be held in Washington, will have 
a full agenda. The need 
to 
co­ 
operate on measures to check the 
spread of 
Communism, 
counter 
the danger of 
internal 
sabotage 
and at the same time 
to imple­ 
ment Inter-A m erican defense has 
long been obvious. 
But the No. I goal should bo to 
end these economic monstrosities 
that today imperil the security ot 
all the Americas.______

ing sweet potatoes. He says it is j 
important because the U. S. sw eet! 
potato crop is worth $100,000,000 j 
a year and 20 per cent of its rots 
in storage. 
He says they should be stored 
at 80 degree temperature with 
90 to 95 per cent humidity for a 
few days. 
They will give 
the 
potatoes a chance to grow neWj 
skin over damaged 
areas, 
and j 
keep out disease. Then the tem ­ 
perature should be lowered to 55 
degrees. 
But if you are a housewife and 
just want to store sweet potatoes j 
for a few days—dunk them in the 
refrigerator, he says.

Game is not overshot, and 
all fish are not removed from the 
streams. 
“But, only a few are permitted 
to enjoy 
hunting 
and 
fishing. 
Here we have attempted to man­ 
age the sport so it will be avail­ 
able to all—rich and poor alike. 
“However, some 
experts 
say 
that, as hunting and fishing pres­ 
sures increase, we are bound to 
reach the end where onlv 
the 


privileged few will 
shoot 
with 
friends on well-stocked and well- 
maintained preserves, or where 
others * * * will band together 
to lease hunting rights from land­ 
owners. 
Day said 10,400,000 hunting li­ 
censes were sold in the U. S. 15 
years ago, and close to 26,000,000 
this year. 
Despite the increased 
hunters, he said the country had 
more white-tailed 
deer, 
foxes, 
bear, squirrels and ruffed grouse 
—all forest dwellers—than it had 
at the time of the Pilgrims.
